BUBLBT T OBACCO S BOWMS. 

■oa^ Baaay to Balw SaoMss ef Ovsaa- ' 
lutUca as Soea as a Pew Csa- 
traata sm Haa*. 

Never in the history of the county 
has there been so much "tobacco talk" 
as waa done on the streets dourt day, 
nor have we ever known the raisers to 
be so deeply interested as at present. 
Tobacco raising has been on the in- 
crease for some time, aiul Garrard 
farmers have found tliere isasgoi rl 
money in it as can be realizeii from 
any crop t bev pindiice. 

As is well known, the "irust " form 
ed and was proceeding to gobble up 
the weed at its own figures. Recently 
a numlier of leading raisers concluded 
to make war on the trust, pool their 
own interests, so to speak, and secure 
better prices for their crops. This re- 
sulted in the organization of "Tlie 
Barley Tobacco Rai.ser's Company," 
which was incorporated "for the pur- 
pose of establishing a fair, stable price 
on a free aiul open market for the sale 
of Burley Tubaccn. tliereliv promoting 
tile i iterest of all who may co-operate 
with Slid Company." To aocompiisb 
this, the company made contracts 
with growers to take their eropa at 
uniform prices, acoordin,; tograde and 
ai ranged tliat each grower receive for 
his tobacco his pro rata part of any 
pnifit which the company may realize 
thereon in excess of theadwdole pri- 
ces provided. 

To secure enough money to do this. 
Eastern capitalists were called up(jn 
and agreed to finance tlie affair, not, 
however, until a certain amount of 
tobacco was secured or contracted for. 
The raisers went to work and secured 
contracts for the necessary amount, 
basing their estimate on 1,250 pounds 
to tlie acre. When final arrangements 
for closing the deal were commenct d. 
the parties who were to furnish the 
funds announced that their estimate 
was upon the estimate of l.ooo to the 
ai-re, and demanded that the Growers 
Company bring in contracts for tl e 
additional number of pound.s. They 
gave the growers until the 2nd day of 

I \-bruary to deliver the goods, and the 
necessary amount has almoat been 
found. 

Messrfi. Glave Goddard and C B Sul 

livan,.Tr., of Mercer county, were here 
Monday and addressed a large crowd, 
at the court house, in behalf of tl c 
growers, fully sett iiig forth the advan- 
tage the raiser will derive by makitig 
a contract with t he ("■ rowers ( 'onipany, 
and received much substantial encoui- 
inent. The time is short, and it is 
very important that those raisers who 
have not given their support to the 
iiKivement, fall in with the procession 
and thus help bring good to not only 
themselves but to every tobacco rais- 
er in the state. If «e succeed now, 
we succeed for all time to come. The 
grower .sets t he price, not the buyer. 
Beiiieinber it is the farmers moveoaent 
so help at once.

A JAM MCA WAKE. 

Practice That In Common .%moBK <!>•

The peaaaata of Ireland are not tbe 
only people who "wake" a corpse. 

The practice is as common among 
the negroes of Jamaica ia the West In- 
dies, but '.hey are more generous than 
the Iri.sh; lUoy give the deceased two 
waUes instead of one, says the St. 
Louis HepublU'. 

The first wake is held on the first 
night after death, tbe second on the 
ninth night, when tbe ghost is sup- 
posed to hover around the house ami 
n-iiuire propitiation. 

The wake starts with a procession of 
the monmen to the grave, where a 
white cock Is sacrificed to make the 
perturbed spirit rest. Then they re- 
turn to the house, liuhl a number of 
candles and fortify themselves with 
iniBiense quantities of rum and food. 

One after another the mourners yell 
at the top of their voices to the ghost 
they imagine to be present, telling 
him how much they loved him and 
what an excellent man he was. Hymns 
are sung, and then the spirit is sup- 
posed to he placated, and the mourn- 
ers are free to have a good time. 

A feast, or "eating match," follows, 
and most of the guests get drunk on 
strong "estate rum." which is prac- 
tically proof spirit Boiiteroaa samea 
are played, and favorite native aoaci 
are sung. 

The corpse is not usually preaent at 
a Jamaican wake, as it is at an IrlSh 
one, because in a tropical country 
burial almost immediately follows 
death. At the "nine night," as the 
negroes call the second wake, four 
men take up the sheet on which the 
dead man e.xpirt'd. Holding it by the 
corners, they shake it violently, call- 
ing out: 

' isredder Dead Man! Bredder Dead 

Man! Am you derc? Here's you ole 
friens, den, conu' Hr talk wid you. 
If you love we, don' come out!" 

Thm follows a few vOmatm oC terri- 
fied silence. Will tlie ghost appear 
and cause trouble? If he doc.s not. the 
mourners heave a sigh of relief and 
conclude that their efforbs have quieted 
the restless spirit forever. Then Ihey 
start iu to enjoy themselves again. 

>Frr Kiiiil of llrator. 

The electro-thermic fan of M. De 
Mare, of Bmssda, coMdsts of a rotat- 
ing fan with mica blades carrying re- 
sistance coils, the apparatus being 
driven by an electric motor. The ad- 
vantage of this form of heater is tbat 
the moving coils radiate heat so rap- 
idly that nothing is lost in light, and 
in a late experiment the wire waa 
made white hot before starting but 
soon cooled down to blackness at the 
center as the fan rotated, the outer 
coils continuing to glow feebly. The 
heat discliargsd from the mouth of 
the fan's casing was greater than the 
hand could bear. In another experi- 
ment with coils of very thin wire, the 
fan was started before the current was 
turned through the coils, and the win 
glowed hut faiatly. although radiating 
heat that would have melted it aadei 
tbe usual epadtllaas «f a

Autumn of 18t>2 was ideal and espt- 
cially acceptable to tbe foot-sore sol- 
diers of Oen.
